That para- 
graph cleared up the matter of 
who pays for the signals and who 
erects them. I knew already that 
the SRD operated and maintained 
them. 

Then, I wrote the Florida East 
Coast, Railway in St. Augustine 
about the matter. The letter evi- 
_ dently received some serious con- 
sideration because the. answer was 
from Scott M. Loftin, Trustee, of 
the railway. .In a lengthy epistle 
Mr. Loftin pointed out that erec- 
tion of signals will be caried out 
“ag soon as materials are avail~ 
able.” It is just possible that ma- 
terials for the Glades jobs won't 
be available for a long time, but, 
Im going to keep reminding Mr. 
Loftin and others in authority that 
here in the Everglades we have a 
lot of traffic the same as'they, do
